CARSON, Feb, 1.—The legislature |
has now been in sesslon two weeks,
of five days each, having on t{wo oc-
caslons adjourned from Friday to
Monday. The appareat purpose of
this double holiday is to give Lhe
membeérs and Attaches an opportun-
ity to go o Reno for a “"wesk end,”
as the Reno papers term it. Just ex-
actly what these “week ends' mean
no official iafromation is vouchsafed;
but the opinion hereabouts s that
the gay bucks are on pleasure bent;

luring market in  which to spend
their salary wmoméy, than does this
sedate village. Local resorls have,
of course, a kick coming on the pro«

In district court yesterday after-
noon attorneys for defendants in the
vase of the Fairview Round Mountin
Mines company, a corporation, vs.
the Round Mountaln Hydraulic Min-
ing company, a corporation, Round
Mountain Dalsy Mining company, a
corporation, J. F. Stebbins and F. W.
Dixon, made a motion for an order
to strike from the files and recordsa
of Lthe court the conclusions, final de-
cree and judgement filed at the of-
fice of the clerk of the court on Jan-
|uary 11, 1908, and for an order of
|the court declaring the same to be
of no foree and effect as the findings
were flled by J. P, O'Brien after his
term of district judge had expired
and at that time he was not judge
of the Fifth judicial district.

In the findings of Judge O'Brien,
which he filed at the office of the
clerk of the court after he had left
the judicial bench, he gave a decision
in favor of plaintiffs, giving them
inches of waler flowing In Jeffer-
title to a certain amount of miners
Bon creek at Round Mountain. The

case was heard during the month of
December.
